AT LAST HE IS IN COURT, 


tiREAT ENTHUSIASM GREETS 


HIM AND HIS ENTRANCE 


TO LONDON LIKE THAT 


OF SOME HERO.

LOSDOX, Feb. 25.—It was expected that 


the famous Dr. Jameson of Transvaal raid 
fame would be arraigned at tbe Bow 
Street Police court this morning. 
But he 


was not there to the disappointment of 
great crowds which thronged the streets 
near the court. 
i It was said here today that Jameson had 
succeeded in eluding newspaper reporters 
and had been in the city on parole at one 
of the leading hotels since Sunday. 


It was expected that the Duke of Aber- 


comby, chairman of the British South 
Africa company, would be present when 
the court opened. 


Friends are ready to offer unlimited bail 


for Jameson, and many noted men are ex- 
pected at the court scene this morning. 


The crowds gathered about the Bow 


street court were Jameson sympathizers. 
They remained waiting for the famous 
raider's appearance cheering his name to 
the echo. Hour after hour they waited. 


Every kind of rumor was afloat as to 


where Jameson could be. The troop ship 
Victoria must be nearing her dock in 
London, and if Jameson bad been landed 
at Gravesend or Fllbnry he would have 
been in London long before noon. 
At 2 


o'clock be had not come, but the crowd 
was waiting, cheering and hurrahing for 
Jameson. If the enthusiasm for Jameson 
is any sign tbe English people Idolize 
their land robbers. 


[IATEK.] 


LONDON, Feb. 21.—Jameson was landed 


at Thames this afternoon by a tug sent to 
the troopship Victoria. He took a train 
for London at once with a number of his 
friends and arrived at the Bow street 
police station at 3.15 o'clock. 


The officer in charge of Jameson had to 


traverse a circuitous route to avoid the 
crowds which lined the streets where it 
was supposed Jameson would pass. 


It was 6.25 o'clock this afternoon (Lon- 


don time), when Jameson arrived at Bow 
street. Then there was a scene of wild 
commotion. As the great raider entered 
the court room the crowds outside cheered 
and cheered again. Inside the whole au- 
dience rose to its feet at Jameson's en- 
trance and uncovered as a mark of favor 
and respect. 


The enthusiasm for Jameson has been 


overwhelming today and his entrance to 
London has been like that of a conqueror 
rather than that of a criminal. 


Jameson was arraigned in the court with 


fourteen followers and was charged with 
warring against a friendly state. 
This 


will be the indictment to which he mast 
answer.

fused today to take up the tariff bill. The 
Democrats with the aid of the Populists 
and five silver Republicans did it. "Free 
silver or nothing" seems to have won, and 
the senate is paying the house for defeat- 
ing its free-silver amendments. The ssn- 
ate against the house is what today's ac- 
tion means. 


Mr. Morrill gave notice {to the finance 


committee this morning that he would 
move to take up the tariff bill today. 


The Vermont senator later made the 


motion and urged briefly the needs of the 
treasury and business conditions. 


When the vote on this important motion

An klea of 
the value placed by the piano manufac- 
turers upon this advertisini can be fV.-med 
when it is known that the expense5 of a 
concert are ordinarily from ?159 to -JJ'iO. 
Paderewski can draw a house of from '2030 
to 53500 in any large citv. Of my own 
knowledge I know nothing of his arrange- 
ments with the Steinwnys and would not 
say that the above report Is true, but it was 
given to me as a bit of gossip by a gentle- 
man who would naturally be pretty well 
posted on such matt erf. 


For an artist capable of earning two or 


three thousand dollars in two or three 
hours it seems a rather underlined thing 
to subsidize his opinion of the merits of a 
musical instrument for about 10 per cent. 
The Steinway piano may or may not be 
the best in the world; Paderewski may 
honestly believe it to bo, but it detracts 
from the glory both of the artist and the 
instrument to have an opinion or an en- 
dorsement limited by money considera- 
tions. Such an artist is abundantly able 
to be absolutely free from any business 
obligations that could give even the 
slightest coloring to a fcurmise that his 
opinion is paid for.

He If Deliberate, bat Unhesitating, and 


His Voice Has Great Carrying Power. 
The stiff mannerism of the patriarchal 


system, which survived until recently 
frum early Komuu times, gave him that 
somewhat formal tone and authoritative 
manner which are so characterise!!) of his 
conversation in private. His deliberate 
but unhesitating speech nuikus one think 
of Goethe's "without haste, without rest." 
Yet his formality is not of tho slow and 
circumlocutory sort. On tho contrary, it 
is energetically precise, and helps rather 
than mars tbe sound casting of each Idea. 
The formality of strong people belongs to 
thorn naturally, and is tho expression of a 
certain unchanging persistence; that of 
the weak is mostly assumed for the sake 
of magnifying the little strength they 
liavo. 


The pope's voice is as distinctly Indivi- 


dual as his manner of speaking. It is not 
deep nor very full, but considering his 
great age it is wonderfully clear and ring- 
ing, and it bus n certain iucisiveness of 
sound which gives it great carrying power. 
Pius IX had as beautiful a voice, both iu 
compass and in richness of quality, us any 
baritone singer iu tho Sistiue choir. No 
one who overheard him intone the "Te 
Duuin" In St. Peter's in the old days can 
forgot the grand tones. He was gifted in 
inimy ways—with great physical beauty, 
with a rare 'charm of manner, and with a 
most witty humor, and iu character he 
was one of the most kind hearted and 
gentle men of his day, us he was also one 
of the least Initiative, so to say, while en- 
dowed with the high moral courage of 
boundless patience and political humility. 


Leo XIII need speak but half a dozen 


words, with one glance of his Hashing eyes 
and one gesture of his noticeably long arm 
aud trauspureutly thin hand, and the 
moral distance between his predecessor 
arid himself is at once apparent. There is 
strength still in every movement, there is 
deliberate decision in every tone, there 1s 
lofty Independence in every look. Behind 
these there may bo kindness, charity, and 
all the milder gifts of virtue, but what is 
apparent is a sort of energetic, manly 
trcuchaucy which farces admiration rather 
than awakens sympathy.—Marion Craw- 
ford la Century.

ciation and the Letter F( 


Some of Mr. Canning's fads I well 


romombor. For instance, he knew the 
French language well, but nothing could 
Induce him to pronounce It properly. Ho 
pronounced all tbe words as if they were 
English, I know not what reason ho gave 
for this, or whether he gave any. It wag 
his way, and he would not alter it. He 
had also some queer ideas about spelling. 
He was greatly averse to tho letter " f," and 
I have seen notes to my father in which 
tho word fat was spelled "pbat," and other 
words in a similar manner. He asserted 
that this was the correct method of spell- 
ing;. 


I will hero endeavor to describe Mr. 


Canning's dress. I well remember how 
he was attired ono evening in the summer 
time—nankeen tights, narrowed toward 
the ankle, and fastened there somehow; 
nonkeeu wolstcoost, blue, perhaps about a 
shade darker than Oxford blue; tall coat; 
a broad plaited cambric frill nil down tho 
shirt front; his waiali in n "fob," or little 
pocket iu tho troughs, with his chain aud 
seals dangling.

but real trousers, not drawn in at the 


' ankle. 


At the period I am speaking of, about 


1819 or 18gO, gentlemen generally wore in 
tho evening kuee breeches, black, with 
long black silk stockings, and very small 


j buckles on their shoos, but very soon after 
1 that date ail the young men in the evening 


wore trousers, leaving tho other costume 
to their «ltiers, and dpeedlly the generality 
of tho cldera followed suit. But for rid- 
ing, as even to this day in the hunting 
fields, shorts and topboots wore common, 
though I never saw my father in thesu, 
great rider as he was, as ho always rode in 
trousers fastened under the foot with 
leather straps, goon those straps became 
the fashion far gontlesucn nil day long. 


I Gradually, very gradually, tbe frock coat 


superseded tho "swallowtail" for morning 
wear, the blue sometimes changed to 
brown, and the gilt buttons disappeared, 


i io give place to such as are worn to this 
j day. By the y«ar 1834 or Isaa, I think,

THE MIDDLE AGED MAN. 


n« Discourses on the Subject of the One* 


Familiar Booljuck. 


"Whim I was a boy," said tho middle 


aged man, "them wus a bootjack in every 
homo. In some homes thero was ono for 
tho father and one for each of tho dons, 
but the one bootjack homes got along very 
comfortably, for they didn't all wnnt to 
use it at once. Tho boys went to bod 
early and left tho bootjack for Ino old 
man. 


"Bootjacks were mado of wood and of 


iron. Originally they were all mado of 
wood. Tho wooden bootjack had a wcdgo 
shaped opening sawed in one end. Some- 
times this opening was rounded out to lit 
the heel of the boot. Just back of Mils 
opening, ou tho underside of tho boot- 
jack, n little strip or block of wood was 
nailed or screwed on across to raise tiio 
jaw end of the bootjack off tha floor. The 
bootjnck was sometimes of the samo width 
at both ends, sometimes it was shaped 
down a little toward the floor end, and 
sometimes it was curved in a little at tho 
side to give it more symmetrical propor- 
tions. The iron bootjack wasmndo much 
rnuro ornamental than tho wooden boot- 
jack. 


"If a man's boots cauie off easily, ho 


could pull them off with a bootjack wliilo 
sitting in a chair. If they worn tight or 
damp, aud so camo off hard, he stood up 
to it, putting one foot on tho cud of thu 
bootjack to hold it down, and wedging tho 
heel of tho other boot firmly Into tho boot- 
jack's jaw. Then he pulled. Sometimes 
tbe boot came; sometimes it didn't; 
sometimes, if the boot was wet and came 
off particularly hard, a man would upsot 
himsolf In his struggles. It was wiso, 
when tho boots wero very hurd, to hold on 
to something for support. Grown up men 
have been known to lode thoir temper over 
pulling off their boots. 
"In those days everybody — inch and 


boys — wore boots, and 'ho number of boot- 
jacks required to supply tho regular de- 
mand was great, aud the bootjack \vns 
also commonly used then to throw at cats 
nights. Many thousands of bootjacks 
were annually lost or broken iu this way. 
Tho total annual consumption of boot- 
jacks was bomcthiug enormous, and the 
manufacture of bootjacks was a thriving 
Industry.

nnd went t* the nicer all (colonel), who 
determined that he was tho rightful pos- 
sessor of the ring by vlrtua.of his rank 
and dismissed the rivil claimants from 
his prosenoo in tho inost summary man- 
ner.

tbe staff of Omar Pasha observed a private 
soldier prowling near tho tent of the com- 
mander In chief. 
The story of the ring 


was at onoe retailed by its original possess- 
or to this gentleman, who laid the mat- 
ter before his highness, and the man had 
not only tho satisfaction of regaining pos- 
session of .his property, but of knowing 
tbat those who had attempted successively 
to deprive him of it had been severely rep- 
rimanded for their conduct.—Blackburn 
Standard.

for the education of Indian children at 
contract sectarian schools crime up in 
the house in the course of the consid- 
eration of the Indian appropriation 
bill and was fought out in an hour and 
a half. The result was that by a vote 
of 93 to 64 t he provision that the sec- 
retrry of the interior shall make con- 
tracts with present contract schools 
for the education oi Indian pupils to 
an extent not exceeding sixty per 
centum of the amount so used for the 
fiscal year of 1895 was stricken out on 
motion by, Mr. Linton, rep., Mich., and 
an amendment inserted prohibiting the 
secretary o£ the interior from spending 
any of tho money appropriated for 
education in a .sectarian institution. 
Under exist ing conditions only Catholic 
schools arc in contract relations with 
the 
interior department, the other 


churches luiving abandoned their claims 
to public money. In his speech in sup- 
port of the amendment Mr. Linton at- 
tributed the overwhelming change in 
the personnel of tho house by the elec- 
tion ot IS'Jl, to tho sentiment in tho 
euinitry a£ linst the appropriation of 
puiuL* funds for sectarian schools or 
institution1.. Consideration of the bill 
was concluded with the exception of 
t'.'i- paragraph li'i-eetiug tho purchase 
of the title ol' the Ogxleu Land company 
to the land ; within the Alleghany and 
Catteraug-.is reservations in New York 
and that w;is postponed until to-<lay. 
Speaker Reed announced that he had 
signed the urgent deficiency and diplo- 
ru.-itio 
an I consular appropriations 


bi'i:. and al .">:1'J o'clock the house ad- 
journed. 


In Hie Senate. 


Tlio continuation of the speech of 


Senator Morgan, dem., Ala., in the 
senate in support of the concurrent 
resolution for the recognition of Cuban 
belligerent y, did not arouse a particle 
of the 
excitement and enthusiasm 


which the iir.st part of the speech, last 
Thursday, tog-ether 
with the other 


speeches of that day, aroused. It was 
too much of a historical review, and 
was interspersed with the reading of 
too many letters and reports to attract 
attention or to a rouse enthusiasm. The 
only forcible parts of it were these: 
Mr. Morgan expressed his astonish- 
ment that, in view of the Spanish 
atrocities in the island, "This grand 
free republic could sit indifferently 
by, knowing the facts, and not un- 
sheath the sword and strike to death 
the brutul monarch 
who inflicted 


them," and he declared that tha Ameri- 
can peoplo. conld go no further in 
their forbearance without a stain on 
the national honor. He will finish his 
speech to-day. The resolution of Mr. 
Lodge, rep., Mass., for an inquiry into 
the circumstances of the recent bond 
issues was taken up and discussed till 
the close of the morning hour, when it 
went to the calendar without action. 
In opposing it Mr. Hill, dem., N. Y,, 
characterized it as a stab in the dark 
and as having no foundation but "the 
wails and complaints of disappointed 
bidders." The senate at 5:45 adjourned.

Haverhill, Mass., Feb. 25.—It is re- 


ported in this city that by the will of 
Caspar Cronk, a fortune is awaiting 
the Cronk family. The testator died 
in Holland in April, 1796, and in his 
will was the proviso that the document 
should not take effect until 100 years 
had elapsed. The principal heir now 
resides in this city in the person of 
Winslow Cronk, a painter, wh« is of 
the fourth generation. His sons are 
Frank, Arthur, Harry and George, all 
of whom reside in this city and Brad- 
ford. The estate is believed to approxi- 
mate 875,000,000 and an investigation 
is being made by the local members of 
tho family in connection with relatives 
now residing in Canada. 


The Stars and Stripes Displace the British 


Union Jack on the Army Head- 


quarters in New It ork—May 


Declare Independence. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Unquestionably 


a decided anti-English feeling has 
strongly manifested itself in the ranks 
of the Salvation Army over the re- 
moval of ISallington Booth and his 
wife from the command of tho army. 
Gen. 
Booth's friends are numerous 


and, above all, very loyal to him. They 
were about the army headquarters in 
goodly numbers all day and were open 
in their avowal that unless the Eng- 
lish officials of tho army left Bailing- 
ton Booth in command there would bo 
a revolution in the ranks. All day an 
excited throng surged about the corri- 
dors of the armory and discussed the 
condition of affairs. 
The Ballington 


Booth clement was largely in evidence 
and they roundly denounced the whole 
English regime. The Salvation lassies 
are almost as one with Commander 
Booth, and particularly his wife, whom 
they love as a mother. Many of them 
were in tears to-day and would not be 
comforted when they learned that 
their beloved leaders were to leave 
them. 


"War to the Knife." 


It is undoubtedly a "war to tho 


knife'' between Ballington Booth and 
his adherents and the new faction. 
Tile relations between them are so 
strained that when Eva Booth, the 
acting commissioner of the army in this 
country, sent a letter to Mr. Ballington 
Booth's ofiice the door was slammed in 
the messenger's face and he was rudely 
told to "get away.'1 There scums no 
possibility of an amicable adjustment 
of the difficult}' now. "The English- 
men will have to recede," said one Sal- 
vation official, "America never will. 
The adherents of Ballington Booth will 
be loyal to the bitter end.'' A repre- 
sentative of the United Press put tha 
question to Ballington Booth last even- 
ing, 
if liis decision to accept the situa- 


tion and retire from the army was 
final. The ex-commander paused a 
moment and then said: "Well, that is 
my decision to-daj', I do not know 
what will be my decision to-morrow." 


An American Salvation Army. 


It is claimed by many Salvationists 


that if tiie commissioned officers of the 
army in American should decide to 
rebel against English domination, and 
summon to lead an American Salva- 
tion Army Ballington Booth and his 
viife 
they 
will willingly respond. 


Jlany leaders of the auxiliary division 
of the army, who are not members, 
but contributors to its support, openly 
discussed this proposition to-day, and 
declared it the only course to pursue 
in the event of the final deposing of 
Commander Booth and his wife. It was 
noticeable at the armory to-day that 
the English union jack did i\ot float 
from the flag pole of t ue building as it 
did for the past few days, but in its 
place were the Stars and Stripes.

RELIEF FOR ARMENIA 


Description of tha Work of Dr. 


Grace Kimball at Van. 


9,000 PERSONS FED IS ONE DA! 


More Than 1,OOO People Employed by 


tho Industrial Bureau—Untold Suffer. 


Ing Relieved—2,800 Killed and 


More Than 7O.OOO Destitute. 


New York, Feb. 25.—The following 


letter, dated January S2, from Dr. 
Grace Kimball, American missionary 
at Van. has been received at the office 
of the Christian Herald: "As soon as 
we had the assurance of the first 810,- 
000 from the Christian Herald we pushed 
forward the relief with new vigor, and 
more commcnsuratcly to the present 
needs of the people. This involved the 
need of larger quarters and we found 
a very admirably adapted house of 
three stories with large halls that will 
hold several hundred people and give 
convenient office "rooms for the various 
departments—all for the magnificent 
sum of SC.60 a month rent. Applicants 
for help are required to bring a letter 
of recommendation from the "district 
men" of the quarter in which they live, 
or from the village "refugee commit- 
tee." 
The demand for work( does not 


abate and we are adding da'ily to the 
thousand workers in the industrial 
bureau at the rate of from ten to 
twenty persons. 
Last week's pay roll 


shows 1,210 persons paid in total $44!>. 
The cost of the raw material is siightly 
less than the wages so that with the 
rent and other expenses we may put 
the cost of the industrial bureau at 
SilOO a week. This work furnishes, u. 
living to considerably more than 5,000 
people." 
Distributing 6.OOO Pounds of Broad Dally. 


"The Christian Herald bakeries are 


forging along magnificently and ore 
the great famine breakwater to the en- 
tire community. There is no other 
source of supplies to the people, as the 
contiibutions of the Armenians them- 
selves were exhausted before the Ar- 
menian Christmas, and they turned 
all their beneficiaries over to us. We 
are now distributing over 6,000 pounds 
of bread daily, at a cost of 8480 a week, 
and the demand is constantly increas- 
ing.

Among 
the prisoners in the. jail at Mariano, 
taken there after the 1'unta Brava en- 
gagement Saturday, is Ladislao Quin- 
tcro, who also claims to be an Amcii- 
can citizen.

nueva and Baldomero Acosta, who had 
been operating in the vicinity of Punta 
Brava, province of Havana, about 
twenty miles southwest of Mariano. 
People living in the neighborhood of 
Punta Brava carried into the town 
twenty dead rebels. Fifteen of the in- 
surgents were captured. No mention 
of the Spanish losse is made in the 
report. Additional troops have been 
sent to Mariano. The rebel leader 
known as "El Inglcsito"' has been cap- 
tured between Guines and San Nicolas, 
in the southwestern part of this pro- 
vince. He was made a prisoner by Col. 
Segara's column. A court-martial ha* 
been ordered to try him.
